Liberty Bonds at fifty and one hundred dollars may come too high for 
some of us, but War Savings Stamps are within the reach of all. They are 
for the small investor, the children, and the poorer class of the country. 
They are the means which the Government has provided by which every one 
can have a part in this war financially. The folder, wherein the stamps are 
placed, is your bank book, while the stamps themselves are your deposit 
credits. 

The United States is spending, not millions, but billions of dollars, per 
year, in the prosecution of this war. Camp Dodge is only one of the sixteen 
cantonments which have been erected in the past year. Besides these can- 
tonments, there are the concentration camps, the officers' training schools, 
the aviation fields, and the entire Navy and Marines to support. Ships, 
aeroplanes, ammunition, motor trucks, and the like must be provided. The 
Congress of the United States has alreadv appropriated millions of dollars 
from the taxes of the country and has authorized the raising of billions of 
dollars more bv War Savings Stamps and Liberty Bonds.

/I ties of choice in selecting the courses of study, and not the least ap- 
preciated is the science department. Here is something immensely 
worth-while. Not only is it more interesting than Caesar or Euclid 
could ever be to the youthful mind, but also is it quite as valuable. The 
interest of the practical-minded youth is aroused, for that element in our 
make-up which in our extreme youth prompts us to "want to see the wheels 
go round," at a more advanced age is still the source of our inquiries into 
the common phenomena around us that are dwelt upon in the elementary 
study of the sciences. And no study brings in so many of the things that 
we come in contact with daily as that of General Science. 

General Science is, figuratively speaking, the vestibule through which 
one finds access to all the various lines of scientific thought. A working 
basis is furnished from which the course best adapted to one's bent of mind 
may be determined without any hedging. For example, he who is particu- 
larly interested in botany here finds a brief but well defined treatment of 
that subject from which he can clearly discern whether it is really worth 
while to continue a course along that line or whether his partialitv to that 
subject was a mere passing attraction. The same holds true of physics, 
chemistry, astronomy, zoology, biology, and the rest. Havin? had this 
course, one eliminates all the risk of the hit-or-miss system of choice in 
further scientific subjects, for one's natural preferences would have been 
revealed. 

And whether the scientific courses be further pursued or dropped, no 
study is more valuable than General Science as a part of the foundation of 
a thorough and well-rounded education.

S we are approaching the close of another year's study in the science 
of mathematics, possibly a few of us may wonder just what benefit 
we derive from it and what use it will be to us in the future. Prob- 
ably the primary reason is that it sharpens the intellect and develops 
the power o£ thought. Professional men, realizing the mental value and 
exercise one receives from studying geometry, review it religiously from 
year to year. It gives room for originality to such an extent that it is sur- 
passed by no other science. It develops one's memory and imagination. 

Mathematics is the basis of all scientific education. Upon it are built 
philosophy, astronomy, and natural science. The theory of gravitation was 
proved by Newton through mathematics. When men wish to study the 
heavens they must rely upon mathematics. It renders obvious the most 
intangible objects and brings down through immense space heavenly bodies 
to the earth. It enables the astronomers, from all parts of the earth, to 
view the total eclipse of the sun. The one which will occur on June 8, this 
year will be total in Washington State, Colorado, and Florida, cutting the 
U. S. diagonally. In l)es Moines it will be 85 per cent, total. It will strike 
Washington about two o'clock in the afternoon and pass off Florida about 
six o'clock in the evening. These interesting facts were all worked out by 
the principles of mathematics. 

The construction of the telescope is based upon mathematical principles. 
Professor Moorehouse, instructor of astronomy at Drake University, will 
send his large telescope to Denver, which is in the path of the eclipse, and 
there adjust its mechanism to the new latitude and then photo the phe- 
nomenon. 

Through countless centuries, mathematics has been studied by the great- 
est men of all ages. Like everything else of true value, it has been purchased 
with enthusiasm by many people. Mathematicians and philosophers have 
been exiled from their homes because they taught mathematics. Despite its 
persecutions it has survived all times, and at present its mysteries (the same 
mysteries that Aristotle, Euclid, Newton, and other famed men have investi- 
gated) are being investigated by millions of young students all over the uni- 
verse. The thought that you are probing propositions and cases which noted 
persons before you have probed is alone interesting enough to arouse the 
enthusiasm of the pupil. 

Great machine guns are manipulated according to the principles of trig- 
onometry. The long range guns which are bombarding Paris are set by 
means of this science. Finkel has written, "The practical applications of 
mathematics have in all ages redounded to the highest happiness of the 
human race. It rears magnificent temples and edifices, it bridges our 
streams and rivers; it sends the railroad car, with the speed of the wind, 
across the continent. It builds beautiful ships that sail on every sea; it has 
constructed telegraph and telephone lines and made a messenger of some- 
thing known to mathematics alone that bears the message of love and peace 
around the globe, and by these marvelous achievements it has bound all the 
nations of the earth in one common brotherhood of man.

The 
business staff comes in contact with the men of the city and furnishes an 
i | portunity for the boy to become acquainted with the business ways of the 
world in general. Rut both staffs, whether they do or do not gain further 
knowledge of business or composition, must draw from a year's work, a 
sound lesson in co-operation, for that is, perhaps, the greatest factor in the 
successful management of a good school paper. 

In the past year The Tatler has endeavored to meet the requirements 
of a school paper and to maintain a standard of quality in conformity with 
its past. Deserving recognition has been given to those who have contributed 
faithfully to The Tatler, and every student who has shown, by his earnest- 
ness and work, a desire to become a member of the staff, has been given all 
possible encouragement. Monthly writeups of the various departments, lit- 
erary societies, and activities of West High have been given a place in the 
issues of the year, while worthy projects of the school and governmental 
campaigns have been presented to the students by cartoon and editorial. 
Interviews with prominent visitors in Des Moines have added a new and 
interesting type of material to The Tatler, raising it to a higher literary 
level and better acquainting the students with the activities of the community.

This first drive made us a 
member in the Junior Red Cross. Right upon the heels of the sclf- 
dcniai campaign, came the sale of books for the Lovalty Entertainment Course 
In this we again went clear over the top. 

These first two drives gave us an excellent send-off, and since then we have 
been living up to at least 100 per cent, efficiency in everything we have attempted 
The self-denial campaign has been taken up again and probably will he continued 
to the end of the school year. So far in this drive we have averaged a trifle over 
one cent apiece per day, the mark set. 

O ne of the most enthusiastic campaigns was that for Thrift Stamps, War 
Savings Stamps, and Liberty Bonds. Each pupil in the school gave a persuasive 
speech on one of the above. The best one from each class was chosen for pre- 
sentation in assembly. This proved to be one of the peppiest assemblies since the 
football season. 

Besides raising money for Red Cross purposes, West High has done many 
personal services. Every hour of the day, the surgical dressings room and knit- 
ting rooms are filled with earnest workers, giving up their time and efforts to 
their country. Entertainers from West High voluntarily go out to the base hos- 
pital every week, and judging from reports, once a week is not half often enough 
to suit the convalescents. Whenever the city has needed help in any of its cam- 
paigns, such as the one for old clothing, books, or iron, it has sent word to the 
schools, and the calls have been answered nobly. 

Due to this common interest of all the pupils in Red Cross work, the year of 
1917 18 has been one of the liveliest and most successful that West High has ever 
seen.

«ry*l«;ST HIGH SCHOOL, as she has existed for thirty years, is 00 
ill more. The old building is ruined by fire, smoke, and water; its 
\ \ f halls will echo no more to the sound of our footstep- : the whisper- 
VV i n g and foot-scuffling in twenty-five is forever stilled. When the 
alarm came, most of the school considered it a joke, some even pooh-pooh- 
ing the possibility of a fire. But we soon saw that the fire was not only a 
possibility, but an actuality. Some thoughtless ones took the joyful atti- 
tude one of them was heard to express "that I should ever have lived to 
see this day," and exercised their overworked brains no further.
